In connection with the plan,

submitted to city voters for 
their approval, to build up the | 
resources of the retirement sys- | 
tem and assure achievement of | 
its objective. | 

It was pointed out that if 
the plan is put into operation, 
the pension system will need 
$10,700,000 in additional con- 
tributions from the city over a 
long period of years to guaran- 
tee pensions equivalent to one- 
half pay. 

Sponsors declared there 
would be a substantial saving 
to the city if the anticipated 
accrued liability was paid off 
under a bond Issue rather than 
by annual payments over a long 
period. The city’s contribution 
would be reduced because the 
$10,700,000 would earn more | 
ifiterest as an asset of the pen- | 
sion system than the city would | 
have to pay on the bonds, 
sponsors asserted. 
"Jt also was pointed out that | 
a bond issue would simplify | 
the city’s budgetary problem 
because the money would be 
repaid by municipal bond re- | 
tirement funds instead of by 
city general revenues. 


Unchanged Since 1929. 


The anticipated $10,700,000 
deficit under the new plan re- 
sults from the fact that the 
present police retirement sys- 
tem, unchanged since its es- 
tablishment in 1929, is based on 
outdated mortality tables. In 
addition, accumulated contribu- 
tions from police employes are 
insufficient because they have 
been based on relatively low 
salary schedules of the past. 

Police department employes 
would be required to increase 
their contributions to the new 
pension plan to a flat 7 per cent 
of their pay. At present, the 
employes contribute from 4 to 6 


retirement system. 

The city’s contribution would 
be 9.5 per cent of the depart- 
ment’s payroll, or about $833,- 
600 a year at present. This con- 
tribution would be in addition 
to those required to retire the 
proposed bond issue or to pay 
off the accrued liability in an- 
nual installments, 

At present, the city contibutes 
slightly more than $1,000,000 
annually to the police pension 
system. The total cost to the

TRANSPORT DOCKS WITH 1163 
REFUGEES FROM 20 NATIONS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (UP)~ 
While hundreds of Hungarian 
refugees were airlifted into Mc- 
Guire Air Force Base, N.J., to- 
day, a much larger number of 
refugees from other lands ar- 
rived at a New York pier in:a 
less heralded United States aid 
program. 

The Navy transport Langfitt 
docked with 1185 passengers—— 
1163 refugees and 22 immi- 
grants. Of these, 129 are being 
admitted to the United States 
as fugitives from behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

The refugees were from some 
20 European countries. :

A Russian newspaper, mean- 
while, published an extensive 
interview with him, in which he 
was qucted cas saying he was 
attracted by greater opportuni- 
ties for research in wmathe- 
matics. 

As a teacher here for two 
years, years in which he could 
only grope with the English 
language and brood because he 
didn’t fit in, he nursed a 
warped ego and found little to 
like. 


By those who came to know 
him, however slightly, he was 
liked even less. 

Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, reported yesterday that 
he had arrived in Moscow from 
| Stockholm with his wife and 
that both had renounced the 
United States citizenship they 
obtained by naturalization in 
St. Louis last year.

Asked how many years Makar 
had lived in the United States, 
she said, “You had better ask 
my husband those questions.” 

The newspaper Soviet Rus- 
sia, an official government pub- 
lication, quoted Makar as Say- 
ing his specialty was geodesy 
and that the Russians had made 
great progress in that field 
“while we in the United States 
are just starting.” Goedesy is 
a branch of mathematics which 
determines the shape and size 
of the earth, and variations of 
terrestrial gravity). 

Found Russians Friendly. 

The story continued that he 
had decided to go to Russia 
when he was attending a scien- 
tific meeting in Stockholm last 
summer and found Soviet dele- 
gates “warm-hearted, friendly 
and co-operative.” 

“IT returred to St. Louis and 
discussed the matter with my 
wife.” Makar was quoted as 
saving, “and we agreed to come 
to Russia, where I hope to con- 
tinue my work in my science 
and teach at one of your uni- 
versities.” 

He was quoted as saying 
further that “the Soviet gov- 
erment has met me more than 
half way.” 

In St. Louis today there was 
speculation, arsong persons who 
had known the Makars, on their

he had hated the Russians for 
killing his parents and a broth- 
er in their invasion of Poland 
in 1939, when the Germans 
were moving in from the west. 


On the other hand Makar had 
left little ground for much sur- 
prise that he would make the

He talked photogrammetry 
“morning, noon and night,” a 
teacher recalled, but with how 
much authority Makar talked 
about it was open to question. 
An engineer now living in Ar- 
lington, Va., who had worked 
with him for the Federal Gov- 
ernment, said, “He didn’t know 
the first principles of photo- 


grammetry. His knowledge of it | 


was absolutely nil.” 

Orest Makar, 47 years old, 
was born in the Ukraine, part 
of the Soviet Union, but spent 


much of his life in Poland and | 


Germany, practicing and teach- 
ing civil engineering. In edu- 
cation he was a stalwart of the 
European § tradition 
highly critical of American 
ways, specifically the ways of 
St. Louis University. 

He had a superior attitude 
with his students and had no 
time for contention or tem- 
porizing. It was simply “I say 
it—you get it,’ and that was 
that. 


Little Social Life. 


He and his wife had very 
little social life, and it was un- 
usual for them to have guests 


in their home at 5733A Fyler | 


avenue. A neighbor remem- 
bered that Makar would drive

sit in the car alone, gazing into 
space.

Their old friendship cooled 
off here, for it was “so hard to 
‘talk to him,” Chraplyvy said. 

At Washington today the De- 
partment of State reported that 
a preliminary investigation had 
produced no evidence that any 
pressure was exerted on the 
Makars to get them to renounce 
their citizenship. 

An inquiry was still in prog- 
ress, however, to determine 
whether Makar was approached 
about going to Russia when he 
attended a scientific conference 
in Stockholm last summer. 

Makar decided to attend the 
meeting of the International 
Society for Photogrammetry. 
|'That was shortiy after the uni- 
versity here had notified him 
, that his contract would not be 
renewed when it expired at the 
end of August. He asked for 
summer leave for the trip and 
was turned down, but went any- 
‘how on his vacation time. 

Uniyersity’s Explanation. 

He was told in unequivocal 
terms the reason why he was 
no longer wanted at St. Louis 


University. The Rev. Victor J. 
Blum S.J., dean of. the Insti- 
tute of Technology, wrote to 


him as follows, in part: “Your 
—— here at St. Louis Uni- 


versity has been unsatisfactory. | 


|The continuous and _ serious 
complaints of students in your 
courses in regard to your abil- 
ity to give satisfactory instruc- 
tion in courses you have taught 
for us has become a source of 
great embarrassment to the 
university.” 

Makar did not take it with- 
out striking a blow in return 
He complained to the Rev. 
Thomas C. Donohue S.J., vice 
president of the university, that 


he had been “groundlessly in- | 
sulted as a scientist and a uni- | 


versity professor.” 

He had worked for the 
United States Army as a civi- 
lian. and for the United States 
Geological Survey, 
to St. Louis highly recom- 
mended. He also had worked 


for the Holloman Air Develop- | 


ment Center near Alamogordo, 
N.M., and at the White Sands 
Proving Ground, where rockets 
| are tested, but evidently he did 
not have access to secret ma- 
‘terial. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had no file on 
| him.

Charter Board of Freeholders 
had no right to exercise ¢ontrol 
over these county offices. 


Telegram to Court. 


In a telegram to the court, 
City Counszior James V, Frank 
declared: “In our judgment, the 
constitutional rights of the city 
have been adversely affected by 
the decision of the court.” 

Frank's objection to the deci- 

sion did not touch on the ma- 
jor issue of the case involved, 
but on a collateral matter raised 
by the decision. 

He explained that he believed 
the ruling went beyond the cen- 
tral issue, by holding that the 
city had no mght to create a 
separate board of freeholders to 
adopt a charter covering the so- 
called county offices and func- 


tions within the City of St. 
Louis. 

The 1945 Missouri Constitu- 
tion, Frank asserted, provides 


that St. Louis shall be classed 
as both a city and a county for 
certain purposes. He said the 
Supreme Court decision, in ef- 


| fect, held that if the city want- 


and came | 


ed at a later dafe to set up a/| 


board of freeholders to draft a 
“county” charter for the city 
it would not have a right to 
do so. 

The city counselor contended 
that this ruling, if not amend- 
ed, would deprive St. Louis of 
a constitutional right. 


Friend of the Coart. 


He requested the Supreme 
Court to permit the city to en- 
ter its appearance as a “friend 
of the court,” and be given 10 
days to prepare and file sug- 
gestions in support of the re- 
quest for a rehearing. 

Meanwhile, the Charter Board 
of Freeholders met today to de- 
cide how the city’s 28 wards 
should be paired to form 14 dis- 
tricts for the election of aider- 
men under the 14-4-1 plan ap- 
proved by the freeholders last 
week.

Experiences 


Letter From Doctor in 
Austria Relates Sto- 
ries of Russian Bru- 
tality. 


A graphic account of hazard- 
ous experiences of Hungarian 
refugees, 
the fighting 


in Hungary, was 


given in letters this week from 3 


Dr. Richard J. Dames, a St. 
Louis physician, to members of 
his family here. 


Dr. Dames, on duty at a ref- | 
ugee center at Vienna with the | 
Health | 


United States Public 
Service, wrote of his experi- 
ences to his mother, Mrs. Alice 
Dames, and a brother, Urban 
Dames, an insurance agent, both 
of 7735 Brookline terrace, Rich- 
mond Heights. 

“We have been working like 
mad here in Vienna,” Dr. 
Dames wrote, “and the refu- 
gees, so it seems, were almost 
coming out of the walls, there 
were so many to examine. 
Every day at least 500 and one 
day last week 640. 

“The facts, fiction, rumors 
and tall tales one hears from 
the refugees leave you incredu- 
lous about half the time. When 
I arrived here two weeks ago 
the story was that the Russians 
‘were selling their equipment to 
the Hungarians. ' 

“A half kilo of bread bought 
a rifle and cartridge belt. A full 
kilo, two pounds, bought a sub- 
machine gun and three pigs or 
a calf bought a tank. 

“Other stories told how the 
Hungarians sprinkled soap chips 
or oil on the streets, then when 
the Russian tanks came. down 
the streets they would start 
sliding and turning around. At 
that time the partisans would 
run out and throw Coke bottles 
full of gasoline at the tanks. 

“The saddest rumors of all, 
however, are those of deporta- 
tion. The Russians could stop 
the flow to Austria any time 
they want. People here figure 
they are going to let the trou- 
blemakers leave and those who 
don’t flee are being deported 
east, particularly the young 
people.” 

One of the refugee workers 
told him, the doctor related, 
that the Hungarian people be- 
lieve that, with young refugees 
going to Austria and the rest 
being deported to slave labor, 
“there soon will be no youth in 
Hungary.” ’ 

Dr. Dames, 32 years old, said 


that “thousands” of Hungarians

Asked whether the passive re- 
sistance technique of the late 
Mohandas Gandhi, which broke 
British power in India, would 
be suitable for use in Hungary, 
Nehru said in essence that it 
would not work outside India. 

Constructive Approach. 

A reporter wanted to know 
why Nehru had “refused to con- 
demn” the Soviet action in Hun- 
gary. He took the question to 
refer to maneuvers in the U.N. 
India had expressed its disap- 
proval in strong terms, he said, 
but on one specific resolution 
the question was whether India 
would be satisfied by a denun- 
ciation or should stand by its 
proposal for a constructive ap- 
proach.

“I do not wish anyone to

viet Union with which I do not 
agree. But I have found the 
people of the Soviet Union hos- 
pitable and friendly and pas- 
sionately desirous of peace”’ 
Nehru said he believed many 
recent tendencies in Russia 


were in the right direction and , 


led toward democracy. While 
he did not know what the fu- 
ture held, he did not think it 
possible for the Russians to go 
back 
Reversion Not Possible. 

Asked whether he thought 
the “Stalinist element had been 
defeated” in Russia, Nehru said 
the post-Stalin policy of Russia 
cannot be suppressed nor can 


_ there: be a reversion to pre- 


Stalin policy. He said this was 
not a question involving only a 
few persons at the top but was 
based on broad fundamental 
developments. 

The Russian people now have 
become literate cven. if their 
reading is limited, he said: they 
read tremendously and it makes 
them think, they are technically 
minded, the peasants now work 
tractors. The differences and 
changes ultimately show them- 
selves in forms of political or- 
ganization. 


As to whether these changes 
might lead toward a democratic 
way of life, Nehru said he did 
not think so if by that was 
meant parliamentary § govern- 
ment, since the Russians have 
had no experience ef it. But he 
Said he imagined there were 
other democratic forms and that 


the will of the people would 
prevail. 

With a show of animation 
Nehru said that Karl Marx, 


whose ideas the Prime Minister 
absorbed in his youth, lived and 
wrote 100 years ago about con- 
ditions in the early nineteenth 
century in western Europe, that 
conditions have changed, and 
that any argument based on 
what happened in England then 
was not applicable today, and 
persons holding it were living 
in the past and not the present. 
Russia a Colonial Power? 


Asked whether he considered 
Russia a colonial power in the 
sense that it was a nation which 
imposes its will on other na- 
tions, Nehru said the word 
“colonial” has a specific mean- 
inzg which did not apply in the 
context, but that it wes cer- 
tainly true that Russia had ex- 
ercised a dominating influence 
and power in Hungary. 

Nehru was asked whether the 
speeches in the U.N. of V. K. 
Krishna Menon, his principal 
foreign policy adviser, repre- 
sented precisely the views of 
Nehru and the Indian govern- 
ment. Obviously conscious of 
frequent criticism in this coun- 
try of Menon, Nehru fave a 
guarded answer and said the 
broad decisions of the Indian 
delegation had been jin accord 
with Indian policy but that 
there had been misunderstand- 
ing of some day-to-day actions. 

To a question about his views 
on disarmament, he said that 
behind technical details lay the 
necessity to create confidence 
and he supposed that it was 
necessary to arrange a checking 
system so agreements would 
not be broken. He thought the 
United Stotes and Pussia were 
“remarkably” close to one an- 
olher on proposals. 

Nehru termeau outside eco- 
nomic aid as “welcome” and of 
“vital importance,” even though 
outside help is small compared 
to what a country must do for 
itself. He expressed interest 
mainly in long-term loans, 

Praise for U.S, 


In his 15-minute = address 
broadcast and televised last 
night, Nehru praised the United 
States for “adding greatly to its 
prestige by upholding worthily 
the principles of the United Na- 
tions charter’ In recent weeks 
He did not cite specific actions 
'but referred to the “recent 
period of anxiety and stress” 
during which “we have wit- 


nessed grievous transgressions | 
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of the moral standards freely 
accepted by the nations of the 
world.” 

Speaking from the Pan- 
American building in Washing- 
ton, the 67-year-old leader of 
370,000,000 Indians expressed 
the opinion the “tragedies” in 


Egypt and Hungary have one 
hopeful aspect. They have, he 
said. “demonstrated that the 


most powerful countries cannot 
revert to old colonial” methods 
to impose their domination over 
weak countries.” 

“World qpinion,’ Nehru said, 
“has shown that it can organize 
itself to resist such outrages. 
Perhaps, as an outcome of these 
tragedies, freedom will be en- 
larged and will have a more as- 
sured basis.” 

Speaks in Soft Voice. 

Nehru spoke while seated at 
a desk on which had _ been 
placed a low lectern. He put 
on horn-rimmed glasses as he 
began to speak in a soft well- 
modulated voice 

The Prime Minister's diction 
is flawless—he was educated by 
English tutors and in Harrow 


and Cambridge in England. He 
followed his prepared text to 
the letter and ended exactly 
on time. He read slowly and 
earnestly. without gestures, un- 
due emphasis or significant! 
chenge of expression 

Nehru’s brief address was 
mainly in general terms. He 
gave no substantive report on 


his conversations with Mr. Fis- 
enhower, stating only that the 
pair “discussed many problems 
which confront the world.” 

Hopes for Eisenhower Visit. 


“I shall treasure their mem- 
ory and they will help me in 
many ways in my thinking,” 
Nehru said. “I sincerely hope 
that an opportunity may be giv- 
en to us before long to welcome 
the President in our own coun- 
try and to demonstrate to him 
the high respect and esteem in 
which we hold him. 

“The danger of war ‘is 
past, ahd the future may hold 
fresh trials and tribulations for 
humanity. Yet the forces of 
peace are strong and the mind 
of humanity is awake. I believe 
that peace will triumph.” 

Nehru emphasized that India 
was seeking peace and he re- 
ferred to Mr. Eisenhower as a 
man “whose humanity and 
whose distinguished and de- 
voted services to the cause of 
peace have won for him a 
unique place among the states- 
men of the world.” 

India, he said, “has 
enced both good 
throughout her checked his- 
tory, but has remembered 
the message of peace and toler- 
ance In our own time this 
message was proclaimed by our 
great leader and master, Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, who led us to 
freedom by peaceful and yet 
effective action on a mass 
scale.” 

Test of Human Survival. 


“The vast strides that tech- 
nology has made have brought 
a new age of which the United 
States of America is the lead- 
er,’ Nehru continued. ‘*‘Today 
the whole world is our neigh- 
bor. and the old divisions of 
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tribute to Peace Hopes 


less and less. Peace and free- 
dom have become indivisible 
and the world cannot continue 
for long partly free and partly 
subject. In this atomic age, 
peace has also become a test of 
human survival.” 

In the brief time available 
Nehru tried to give a capsule 
account of the history and 
aspirations of India and, in some 
respects, of the other newly- 
free Asian nations, 


“Above all,” he said, “we be- 
lieve in liberty, equality, the 
dignity of the individual and 


the freedom of the human spirit. 
Because of this we are firmly 
wedded to the democratic way 
of life and in our loyalty to 
this cause we will not falter.” 

Policy of Non-Alignment. 

Noting that “the preservation 
of peace forms the central aim 
of India’s policy,’ Nehru de- 
scribed in these terms -ethe In- 
dian policy of ‘non-alignment 
in any military or like pact or 
alliance.” 

“Non-alignment does _ not 
mean passivity of mind or ac- 
tion. lack of faith or conviction. 
It docs not mean submission to 
what we consicer evil, It is a 


positive and dynamic approach |

Congress Shackled 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The chances for enactment of any 
substantial civil rights legislation by 
Congress may well be determined by 
‘the outcome of the drive for new 
rules which some of us will make in 
the United States Senate on Jan. 3. 

From long and bitter experience, 
we have learned that Senate fili- 
busters, prolonged talk to prevent a 
vote, are the big obstacle to congres- 
sional action for human rights 

Over the recent years the House 
has passed numerous civil rights 
Dills. All have died in the Senate. 

While the courts and the execu- 
tive have acted, Congress has been 
shackled. 

Meanwhile, discriminations and 
coercions continue. They deny to 
many of our people equality of op- 
portunity in voting, in education, in 
employment, in transportation and 
in housing. They damage our na- 
tion’s position in the world struggle. 

. . * 


The problem jis national, not sec- 
tional. The need to free the Senate 
to act is obvious and compelling 

The real gravedigger for such leg- 
islation and for other worthy meas- 
ures is Senate Rule XXII. Under it 
debate can be brought to a close 
‘only by the vote of 64 Senators. 

It has been impossible to secure 
64 such votes to limit debate on a 
civil rights bill. Rule XXII further 
rovides that no limitation of de- 
ate at all is permissible on a mo- 
tion to bring up a rule change. 

The filibuster is thus locked into 
the old rules, and the key is thrown 
away. 

A bipartisan group of Senators of 
which I am one, therefore intends 
to move for the adoption of new 
Senate rules to curb the filibuster 
at the start of the Eighty-fifth Con- 
gress. (Those who have publicly an- 
nounced their support include Re- 

blican Senators Ives, Case of New 
ersey, Kuchel and Potter, and Dem- 
oerats Humphrey, McNamara, Morse, 
Neuberger, Murray, Clark and 
Chavez.)

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Flimflam i in the Senate 


When the Senate meets next ‘Jan. 3, it will 
tart considering bills, resolutions, nominations 
and other business with a clean slate, on the as- 
sumption that the Senate is not a continuous 
body. Then it will turn around and adopt the 
rules of the last session on the assumption that- 
the Senate is a continuous body. | 

This flimflam, part of the intricate parliamen- 
tary machinery that keeps the power of filibus- 
ter alive, has been challenged by a bipartisan 
group of Senators, one of whom—Senator Paul 
H. Douglas of Illinois—discusses the question 
in our letters column today. 

Senator Douglas and his colleagues deserve 
every bit of bipartisan help they can get. For 
they are attacking a basic weakness in our dem- 
ocratic processes which is wrong, not only be- 
cause it prevents fair consideration and a vote 
on civil rights legislation, but because it gives 
a minority power to obstruct the business of the 
Senate by essentially physical means. 

A filibuster works, not by debate or reason 
or parliamentary procedure or any other proper 
democratic method, but by physically exhausting 
the majority. It is a blackjacking operation, by 
which a minority refuses to let the Senate func- 
tion unless the Senate agrees not to take up a 
certain piece of legislation. The effect is the 
same as if a dictator surrounded Congress with 
troops until it agreed to take the action he 
wished it to take. 

The filibuster is built into present Senate 
rules, as Senator Douglas says, and the only 
practical way to attack it is to write new rules 
the way the House and any other democratic 
body would write them—by majority vote. This 
is what the anti-filibuster Senators will try to 
do on the opening day of the session. They can 
do it if they are supported by an understanding 
public and by enough Senators in both parties. 

The adoption of a new rule permitting limita- 
tion of debate need not represent any real cur- 
tailment of the full and fair discussion which 
lies at the heart of democratic procedure. All 
that need be done is to permit debate to be 
closed by a reasonable number of votes after 
full opportunity has been given for debate. Thus 
in 1953 the foes of the filibuster proposed that 
after a certain number of hours, debate could 
be ended by a petition signed by 49 Senators. 
Getting that many Senators to agree on a cloture 
motion would never be easy. But it would be pos- 
sible—which can scarcely be said of the present 
requirement of 64 Senators. 

Although the Republican floor leader, Senator 
Knowland, has regrettably declared against a 
rules change, four important Republican Sena- 
tors have joined the fight on the other side. 
Senator Case of New Jersey was one of the first 
to declare himself. Then Ives of New York, 
Kuchel of California and Potter of Pennsylvania 
—all significantly representing the larger states 
—came out against the filibuster rule. 

In 1953, only five Republicans joined the 
liberal Democrats on the final vote against fili- 
busters. In 1957 many more G.O.P. votes will 
be needed, and many more could be obtained if 
President Eisenhower in his role of party leader 
would unequivocally support the cause of demo- 
cratic procedure. Cannot Senators Case, Kuchel, 
Ives and Potter find a way to convince him 
that he should do so? 
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Free Speech——Three Years 

Tito’s stand against Stalinism and the Bel- 
grade regime's protests over Soviet Russia's ab- 
duction of the fallen Hungarian premier, Imre 
Nagy, have been encouraging signs that the 
seeds of democracy are not dead in Yugoslavia. 
But last week there occurred a convincing re- 
minder that Yugoslavia remains predominantly 
a one-party-Communist state in which free speech 
is not to be tolerated. 

Milovan Diilas, a former Vice President of 
Yugoslavia, was secretly tried and sentenced to 
three years at hard labor for “conscious slan- 
der” that “undermined Yugoslav foreign policy.” 
Diilas had written articles for the New Leader, 
Socialist and anti-Communist weekly published 
in New York, in which he said “present day 
Communism” was finished and Communism of 
the national type, as practiced in Yugoslavia, 
needed to be democratized. 

He had been expelled from the party in 1954 
and had received a suspended sentence in 1955 
for expressing milder opinions. But last week 
even his long friendship with Tito did not save 
him. Three years for speaking his mind! Of 
course, had his offense been committed in Soviet 
Russia his sentence undoubtedly: would have 
been far more severe. 

Although the punishment of Diilas is relative- 
ly mild for what is a most serious offense in any 
dictatorship, it indicates that at best it can only 
be said that Tito is stepping carefully along the 
line between international Communism and 
Western democracy. Criticism such as Dijilas ad- 
vanced can only be tolerated in a true democracy. 
--¢ 


The Sewer District and Maline Creek 

The Maline Creek trunk sewer, on which work 
has finally begun, furnishes a fairly good sample 
of both the advantages and possible shortcom- 
ings of the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer 
District. 

The Distriet’s jurisdiction includes all of St. 
Louis and the more densely populated parts of 
St. Louis county. Had it not been in existence, 
a unified solution of the Maline Creek problem 
would have been difficult if not altogether 
impossible. 

The 25-square-mile territory in north St. Louis 
county through which the creek runs is an ad- 
ministrative jungle of some 18 municipalities 
and a handful of unincorporated areas. On its 
own, no single one of these units had either the 
authority or the strength to tame the creek, 
whieh posed a serious health hazard to the 
100,000 people residing within its watershed. 
The District, with its area-wide jurisdiction, 
provided the unifying principle. 

Unfortunately, however, it has been far sim- 
pler to talk unity in the Maline area than to 
implement it. Some of the difficulties have been 
the result of bad weather which interfered with 
engineering studies, some have been legal and 
some may have been unavoidable human error. 
Others may have been inherent in the District's 
basic structure. 

The District is in the hands of a six-member 
Board of Trustees, three appointed by the Mayor 
of St. Louis and three by the County Supervisor. 
The aim of this method of control was to keep 
the organization out of politics, and ney 
this has been achieved. 

But, it is possible on the basis of the Maline 
Creek experience to date to question whether 
the Trustees have been as responsive to public 
opinion as they might have been were they 
elected officials. A start on the Maline Creek 
project: was demanded months ago, and when 
it- was delayed the people discovered théy had 
no really effective way of making their protests 
felt. There was nobody they could vote out of 
office. 

The Sewer District is the St. Louis area's first 
try at metropolitan government. In effect it is 
a pilot model. If it does not move as rapidly as 


the people expect, this is the time to find out 
why and correct the trouble. This will profit not 
only the District but the future of metropolitan 
government. 
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‘Good to Have a Bridge’ 

Prime Minister Nehru’s calm and thoughtful 
address to the nation not only brought out the 
quality of the man, but aroused sympathy for 
his people and a desire to understand them. 

He left no doubt that India’s refusal to enter 
military alliances or hostile combinations arises 
from principle, and that this will continue to be 
his country’s policy. Yet he went to unusual 
lengths to persuade the American people that 
India has firmly set its foot on the democra- 
tic road. 

For India as for all of Asia, he said, “inde- 
pendence is as vital as the breath they take to 
sustain life’’—and the emphasis made clear that 
he was speaking of independence from Soviet 
domination quite as much as independence from 
colonial or Western rule. . 

In one respect Mr. Nehru may have disap- 
pointed some of his listeners. He said Hungary, 
like Egypt, has demonstrated that “the most 
powerful countries cannot revert to old colonial 
methods or imppse their domination over weak 
countries.” But has that demonstration truly 
been made in Hungary's case? Does not Hun- 
gary remain in bondage? 

Yet Mr. Nehru’s general attitude was one 
with which the United States should be most 
sympathetic. Certainly the time has come to 
wipe out all traces of the suspicious hostility 
which Secretary Dulles and Vice President 
Nixon managed to convey in times past. Mr, 
Nehru’s warm references to President Eisen- 
hower and the American people indicate that 
the conversations in Washington and Gettys- 
burg have already gone far in this direction. 

Judging by the fragmentary reports about 
them, those conversations must have been some- 
thing extraordinary. We cannot recall another 
instance in which the President devoted so much 
continuous and sustained attention to anybody. 
He must have heard facts and been given inter- 
pretations that never reached him before. Surely 
his understanding has been enriched and we 
can expect future American policy to reflect it. 

Mr. Nehru put his finger on India’s impor- 
tance in an earlier talk at the Indian Embassy. 
“There is so much fear and jealousy and vio- 
lence in the world,” he said, “that it is good to 
have a bridge.” His address to the American 
people inspired confidence that under his leader- 
ship India is fitted to discharge that respon- 
siblity. 
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Weatherman’s Odds 

St. Louis's prospective new weatherman, George 
N. Brancato, says he is more or less joking when 
he offers to bet 2 to 1 his forecasts are right. 
Those knowledgeable about St. Louis weather 
will opine that Mr. Brancato had better be jok- 
ing more than less. Weather everywhere is both- 
ersome to predict, but hereabouts it seems par- 
ticularly unlikely to live up to advance notices. 

Cold waves blowing in are apt as not to come 
to an abrupt halt at Wentzville or Columbia.

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Interest on State Money 

At least a few of Missouri's bills will not have 
to be met directly by the taxpayers now that 
about half of the state's cash on hand—$56.- 
635,000 is the exact amount—has been trans- 
ferred to time deposits. 

The transfers were made by State Treasurer 
G. Hubert Bates under the constitutional amend- 
ment adopted Nov. 6. This made it possible for 
the state to earn interest on funds not needed 
for current expenses by putting such money in 
time deposits or investing it in short-term 
Treasury notes. 

Compared with total revenues, this income 
may be modest but it is nonetheless welcome. 
And the taxpayer can only wish that the new 
amendment had been in force during the years 
when Missouri had its big postwar reserve in 
the banks. 

The question has arisen why Mr. Bates stipu- 
lated that the new time deposits shall earn 1 
per cent interest, compounded quarterly. The 
answer is that the banking laws limit interest on 
30-day deposits to this rate. And these are 30- 
day deposits because Mr. Bates did not want to 
tie the hands of M. E. Morris who succeeds him 
as Treasurer on Jan. 14. 

This is understandable beeause Mr. Morris will 
have to pay the bills after that date, and he 
should have discretion as to how much ready 
cash is needed and how much may be kept in 
the banks for periods perhaps as long as a year. 

Since the Federal Reserve Board has author- 
ized interest up to 3 per cent on the longer de- 
posits, Mr. Morris certainly should try to have 
state money earn as much as is convenient with 
the sound administration of his office. Short- 
term Government paper now also pays about 3 
per cent, so it must be considered an alterna- 
tive if bank rates are not as good. 

Since a sudden shift of policy might have an 
undesirable effect on the smaller banks—and 
on the loans they have outstanding in their 
communities—it is reasonable to grant them a 
little time in which to adjust to the new system. 
The amendment is not meant to cause trouble. 
It is not a punitive measure. 

Yet the prime consideration must not be what 
is good for the banks—they reaped a Windfall 
for years when they paid no interest on state 
deposits—but what will be most profitable for 
Missouri. After all, the améndment was adopted 
because the voters believed that interest earned 
on state funds should go to the state.

Legislative Opportunit 

It is now a relatively simple matter in 13 
states, including New York, Connecticut, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin and California, to makes a gift of 
corporation stock to a minor. This is because 
these states have passed laws, based on a model 
Statute, which simplifies the transfer, sale and 
purchase of securities in cases that involve per- 
sons under 21 years of age. The purpose is to 
encourage investment in business enterprise for 
young people.

The President alone could stop this 
annual reyival of the Bricker amend- 
ment in one form or another, It is 
time for him to say “No.” 

Mr. Eisenhower has tried to be polite 
to the isolationists. He has held out a 
sort of invitation to compromise, so 
long as it seemed to him that the com- 
promise didn’t mean anything. 

The United States Supreme Court 
has long held that treaties cannot per- 
mit what the Constitution forbids. That 
is enough. Any mealy-mouthed word- 
ing of an amendment that “a provision 
of a treaty or other international agree- 
ment which conflicts with any provision 
of the Constitution shall not be of any 
force or effect,” seems to mean no 
more. 


Actually it means that every treaty, 
every executive agreement, could be 
hauled through the courts for point-by- 
point interpretation. The prospect of 
endless litigation of this kind raises a 
picture of wreckage of the whole treaty- 
making process. 

In the name of fictitious protection 
the United States could thus be handed 
over to a little band of blind men in 
the Congress. 


The Great Drouth 


From the New York Herald Tribune 


From Arizona to Missouri, from the 
Dakotas to the Rio Grande, the drouth 
which has been ravaging the Great 
Plains and the Southwest is assuming 
the shape of a national emergency. 

Like the dry cycle which caused the 
dust ,bowl of the 1930s, it has been 
slowly spreading over a period of years, 
years of rainless seasons, drying 
streams and rivers and disappearing 
water tables. Seeds no longer sprout, 
trees are dying, and vast stretches of 
pasture and range land lie burned and 
brown. 


Drinking water has been sold in 
Texas at higher prices per gallon than 
oil. In Arizona, scientists studying 
tree rings say it is one of the worst 
drouths in 700 years. 


President Eisenhower has announced 
his intention of touring this vast area 
by air next month to see at first-hand 
the plight of the farmers and ranchers. 
Last October he set in motion an emer- 
gency program—‘the most extensive 
ever applied”—to relieve their distress. 

This program included an increase in 
the Government feed grain subsidy, a 
disaster fund to buy hay and roughage, 
and a cut in Western railroad cattle 
and hay freight rates. During the last 
three years, the Department of Agri- 
culture has spent over $700,000,000 for 


drouth relief and higher livestock price 
supports. A law last summer author- 
ized Government support for farmers 
instituting anti-erosion land practices. 
The soil bank will also help. 

These measures will relieve, but they 
cannot cure. There is only one remedy 
for a drouth which affects about 40 
per cent of the nation’s cropland. That 
remedy is water, water over a long 
period of time. For the subsoil mois- 
ture must be restored or another and 
more terrible dust bowl is likely to 
result. 


One rainfall is no more than a drop 
of water in a bucket of sand. Is there 
a way to avoid the menace of drouth in 
these states, many of which are natur- 
ally short of water, even in the best 
years? 

One answer is to dam practically 
every water-course from brook to big 
river, although such a program would 
have to be measured in decades. An- 
other lies in conservation practices, 
such as the soil bank encourages, which 
would return fields now growing sur- 
plus grain to grassland and forest. 

The goal is to restore—or create— 
that balance between water, soil and 
vegetation on which fertility depends. 
This country is capable of achieving it 
and must do so.

‘To the Communists, propaganda is 4 
support for action and a substitute 
when action is unwise or impossible. ft 
is an instrument of policy, still aimed 
at the complete domination of the 
world by Communism. In 1955 we saw 
crystallization of the “softer” post 
Stalin policy, a step-up in usual propa 
ganda techniques plus a big program of 
tourist exchanges and great emphasis 
on Soviet and satellite cultural accom;

The year 1955 about saw the end at 
colonialism in Asia, and the flexible 
Communists sought legality and e 
phasized “co-operation” and “Asian soli- 
darity,” and strove for “normalizatith 
of relations,” especially in Japan. To 
support their “peace” appeals, it {s 
reported the Reds’ Formosan po 
changed from force to eventual peaee- 
ful liberation, but with rejection by tHe 
Chinese Communists of the “to 
Chinas” idea. Other themes: A seat 
for Red China in the United Nations, 
of course, and emphasis on negotiation, 
ultimately leading to an Asian Sum- 
mit meeting. SEATO was attacked and 
the West criticized for using ‘“‘posi- 
tions of strength.” 

The Asian «economic and good will 
missions of Khrushchev and Bulganin 
were plugged with great intensity, f- 
ceived considerable success. In Africa, 
Red propagandists seized every oppor- 
tunity “to exploit the dynamic issues 
of nationalism, race and the desire for 
i reform.

LL THE EVIDENCE available here seems to agree with 
the report that there is sharp conflict inside the Kremlin. 
What we do not know as yet is how far the issues of this 


conflict involve the regime within the Soviet Union itself. 


But we can be sure they do! 
involve direcc'y and immediate- 
ly the basis of the foreign pol- 
icy of the Soviet Union. First 
Poland and - 
then Hungary 
have demon- 
strated beyond 
all possible 
doubt that in 
Eastern Europe 
there may be 
satellite gov- 
ernments, but 
there are no 
satellite na- 
tions. More 
than that, the 
Soviet Union is 
now faced with the fact that 
the East European armies, far 
from being a military asset, are 
grave liabilities. As a result, 
the whole strategic position in 
Eastern Europe is undermined, 
and by way of being turned 
over. 


The lands lying between the 
line of the Iron Curtain on the 
west and the Soviet frontier in 
the east, between the Baltic on 
the north and the Balkans on 
the south, have been looked 
upon as vital parts of the Soviet 
military system. 


Can Russia Let Up? 


They are no longer that. They 
are danger spots within that 
system. This is a strategic up- 
set of the first order which is 
bound to have profound effects 
on the foreign policy of the 
Soviet Union. 

It is very important that we 
should realize for ourselves the 
problems which the strategic 
upset present to the Kremlin. 
The problem is at bottom 
whether the military occupation 
of Eastern Europe can be re- 
Jaxed, and eventually terminat- 
ed, without a popular explosion 
not only against Stalinism, not 
only against Communism, but 
against Russia as well. 

The Kremlin is faced with 
the question whether Eastern 
Europe, which Stalin incorpo- 
rated into his empire, can be 
prevented from becoming im- 
placably hostile. It must be evi- 
dent to the contending factions 
in the Kremlin that in this re- 
gion of Europe the nations are 
opposed to the Soviet presence, 
and that the military occupa- 
tion bound to run into in- 
creasing popular reststance.

From Olympics 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (UP) 
—The United States is granting 
asylum to 40 Olympic Games 
athletes from Russian satellite 
nations who have refused to re- 


turn to their homelands. 

Among them is Laszlo Tabori, 
Hungarian track star, who ran 
the mile in three minutes, 59 
seconds at London May 28, 
1955, missing the world mark 
set by John Landy of Australia 
by only one second. 

Laszlo placed fourth in the 
1500-meter race during this 
year’s Olympic Games at Mel- 
bourne, Australia. 

Also in the group is Mihaly 
Igloi, coach of the Hungarian 
track team. 

Thirty-five of the athletes be- 
ing granted asylum are Hun- 
garians, four are Romanians and 
one Czech. 

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. said the athletes 
will be admitted to the United 
States under the parole provi- 
sions of the McCarran-Walter 
immigration act. This means 
special legislation will be neces- 
sary for them to become United 
States citizens. 

The Justice Department will 
recommend that the incoming 
Congress pass legislation elim- 
inating # provision of the pres- 
ent law that prevents parolees 
from becoming citizens. 

Brownell said the athletes 
had refused to return behind 
the Iron Curtain because of 
Communist oppression and the 
brutal Russian suppression of 
the Hungarian rebellion.

LL that fancied-up glassware in the ads and in the shop 
A windows can be traced straight to costly competition in one 

of the most competitive of all businesses. 
panies wish they'd never started it. 

It stems from this: Americans annually | 
give each other some 100,000,000 bottles of | 
liquor—most of it around this time of year. 
Since that’s no small market, distillers’ go after 
those sales vigorously to the delight of the 
glass, carton and wrapping paper industries. 

This year the splurge on decanters and 
fancy trappings is at a new height. They're 
fancier, more imaginative, costlier. And for 
the first time imported whisky is getting in 
the act. 

Some in the industry go in for it reluct- | 
antly, holding that it costs them too much for | 
the return they get. But they're afraid to stop the practice | 
unless their rivals do, too. 

SO THEY HIRE NOTED industrial designers—who don’t 
work for peanuts, norgfor a little of the product, either—to turn | 
out decanters looking like anything from old fashioned syrup 
containers to a ship's lantern—bottles that play tunes, bottle 
tops that are cigarette lighters or double for candlesticks—cases 
that can be used as end tables, their drawers filled with bottles. 
Others concentrate on cartons with holiday motifs, some with 
a needlepoint effect on monk's cloth background. 

The trouble is that, expensive as all this is. most distillers 
are convinced that the fancy decanter will lure the gift shopper 
away from the plain bottle on the shelf. It may make- little | 
difference to the man buying for himself, as he does most of 
the year, but when he is selecting a present he feels the fancy | 
glassware makes it look more valuable. ° 

ONE DISTILLER, WITH THE DEALERS’ PROBLEMS IN 
MIND, foregoes the fancy glass and puts gift wrapping around | 
the bottles at the distillery. They bear no advertising and look 
as if done at home—only neater. If the dealer has some left 
over after New Years, he just removes the wrapper and puts 
them back on the shelf—no telltale reflection on his selling 
prowess. For the first time a Canadian whisky is going in for 
decanters. The Scots are pushing gales here ‘this year, mind- 
ful of the United Kingdom's urge for more American dollars 
to tide over the Suez Canal crisis. And the Irish board of trade 
is pushing both production and export of Irish w hisky, with its 
eyes on the same dollar.

This is now a time of crisis 
of judgment for Communism. 
Next year the world will have 
had 40 years of suffering, as the 
Jews nt 40 years in the 
desert ore they came into 
the Promised Land. It is not 
that God will strike the Com- 
munists; it is rather that the law 
He has put in history will work 
itself out. The drunkard, by 
violating the law of sobriety, 
ruins his health and even his 
mind. Communism, by taking 
life, destroying religion, blotting 
out basic and eeenomic rights, 
will bring its own destruction.

Rewaxing Floors. 


N case you've béen wonder- 
Jing what to do around the 

house, this happens to be a 
real jim-dandy time of year to 
give the wood floors a good 
cleaning and waxing—assuming, 
of course, that they haven't 


been rewaxed in three or four 
months. 


If the old wax coating isn’t 
too dirty it can be made ready 
for fresh wax by cleaning with 
a cloth dampened in liquid wax. 
If you prefer, dust and then 
clean with a cloth dampened 
in cool water. In cases where 
the old wax is badly soiled, it’s 
easier in the long run to re- 
move it. Use a wax solvent for 
this job— don’t try taking it up 
with water. 

As we've said, about the best 
kind of wax to use on a wood 
floor is a paste wax and this 
must be buffed after it has 
been applied to produce a hard, 
durable and non-slippery sur- 
face. The wax can be applied 
to the floor with a long handled 
wax applier which saves you 
having to get down on your 
hands and knees. 

Allow the wax to remain on 
the floor for about 30 minutes 
and then go to work and polish 
it. For the polishing operation 
you use an electric floor 
polisher. You can rent one of 
these appliances from most 
paint and hardware stores if 
you don’t happen to own one. 
It shouldn't take much time 
with the polisher to bring the 
wax to a hard lustrous finish. 
Apply a second thin coating of 
wax over the first and after 30 
minutes give this a going over 
with the buffer. If you really 
want a first rate job, apply a 
third coat and you've got it.

The draft has shown that a

—and this "holds good for girls 
as well as boys—come to draft 
age suffering from some defect 
which prevents their entering 
the military service. This de- 
fect often might have been rem- 
edied when the boy or girl was 
very young, but for a number 
of reasons the necessary medi- 
cal attention was not given.

SOMEHOW the doctors of 
this country should be urged to 
get together with the Public 
Health Service to devise ways 
and means so that no child, rich 
or poor, fails anywhere along 
the line to be given the proper 
medical care to prevent a cur- 
able disability. This is the basis 
of a strong nation. 

Then comes the question of 
learning how to use conven- 
tional weapons and the basic 
training needed for a conven- 
tional war in which atomic 
weapons are not used. 

I am told by good authority 
that from three to six months’ 
training would prepare any 
youngster of 18 to adequately 
meet the call for defense at any 
time. 

Why could not this training 
be given every youngster in the 
summer after he reaches the 
age of 18? Thereafter, for a 
period of 10 years, he would be 
on call for any emergency and 
would be expected to return for 
a two weeks’ refresher course 
every summer.

OUR BUSINESSES’ would 
have to co-operate in this ef- 
fort by allowing every man dur- 
ing this period a month’s sum- 
mer vacation with pay, two 
weeks of which would be used 
by the Government.

the world. 

If we proceed with our pres- 
ent policy, however, we will be 
making it impossible to fight 
anything but an atomic war. 
That seems to me a very dan- 
gerous policy for the future of

Pianist Henri Deering Returning for Concerts Friday and Saturday

NEW YORK. 


T. LOUIS-BORN Henri Deer- 
§ ine will be returning to his 

old home town for the first 
time in two decades when he 
appears as piano soloist with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra in two concerts on Friday 
afternoon and Saturday night 
of this week. He last appeared 
in St. Louis in 1935. 


Member of an old Carondelet 
family, Deering is widely known 
as a concert artist on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Son of the late 
Oscar Doering and grandson of 
‘Bernard Poepping, who many 
years ago was mayor of Caron- 
delet, Henri simplified the 
spelling of his last name when 
he came to New York before 
World War I. 


“I remember that I gave my 
first recital with a printed pro- 
gram at the age of 12 in St. 
Louis,” the gifted pianist re- 
called, “But actually I began to 
learn my notes at the age of 
three. My maternal grandmoth- 
er, Jacqueline Poepping, was a 
brilliant musician, who, inciden- 
tally, played the organ for 37 
years in St. Mary’s and Joseph 
Church in Carondelet. She was 
determined that I should get an 
early musical start. Actually, as 
a child I was surrounded by 
music. My mother played piano 
and yiola in an amateur orches- 
tra and my uncle, the late Noel 
Poepping, was solo bassoonist 
in the St. Louis Symphony.” 


After attending public schools 
in St. Louis, Deering came to 
New York to study and before 
he had reached the age of 21 
was orchestral director for the 
famed Maud Adams in such 
productions as “The Little Min- 
ister” and “Peter Pan.” He was 
beginning to make something of 
a name for himself in the con- 
cert field when World War I 
interrupted. After service in 
France with the Seventy-sev- 
enth New York Machine Gun 
Battalion, he returned to his 
music and spent several years 
studying with Isidor Philipp in

Paris and with Artur Schnabel 
in Berlin. 


He made his European debut 
in Berlin in October of 1922 and 
for the next three years toured 
the big music centers of Eu- 
rope, giving concerts in Leipzig, 
Munich, Vienna, Budapest, Par- 
is and London. His American 
debut was made at Carnegie 
Hall in New York in 1925 and 
the next year he made his first 
professional appearance in St. 
Louis at the Odeon with the 
St. Louis Symphony, then un- 
der the baton of Rudolph Ganz. 
He appeared again in St. Louis 
in 1935 with the Symphony un- 
der the direction of Vladimir 
Golschmann.

certs both in the United 

States and abroad followed 
Deering’s New York debut and 
for six years—from 1933 to 1939 
—he broadcast weekly solo pro- 
grams over the NBC network 
and was also heard on the air 
in chamber music programs. 


During the 1940s he gave much 
of his time to teaching in New 
York and then resumed his con- 
cert career in the summer of 
1952, appearing as soloist with 
the New York Stadium Sym- 
phony in a highly praised per- 
formance of Rachmaninoff's 
second concerto. For the past 
four years he has given annual 
recitals at New York’s Town 
Hall and made autumn tours of 
Europe, playing. in London, 
Holland, Berlin, Vienna, and 
Scandinavian music centers. In 
addition to his concerts and 
teaching, he has retained a 
special interest in chamber 
music and has appeared fre- 
quently as guest artist with the 
Stradivarius, Perole, London 
String and other quartet en- 
sembles. 

Although internationally fa- 
mous asa soloist, Deering urges 
piano students to play in small 
ensembles with other instru- 
ments whenever possible.

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Attractive 
Food for the 
FinickyChild

ANY “finicky” children 

would eat more, and food 

of more variety if more 
thought were given to the ap- 
pearance, texture and flavor of 
the food offered. First comes 
the table setting. Few mothers 
and nursemaids think about the 
setting of a child’s meal, and so 
overlook an opportunity of 
sharpening his appetite. 

Choose bright, gay plates and 
bowls. As each child needs but 
one or two pieces, there can be 
a variety in the service. That 
helps make eating interesting. 
A shining spoon pleases a child 
and so does the gay but un- 
breakable tumbler. It doesn’t 
take any more time to set the 
child’s tray attractively than 
otherwise.

NOW COMES the food. Try 
to vary the color, texture and 
flavor of the meal for the child 
who has reached the stage 
where he can eat meat and veg- 
etables. Cook foods with as 
little water as possible so they 
stand up supported by sub- 
stance within them instead of 
lying prostrate after being 
cooked to death. I like my 
peas and snap beans to be a bit 
firm under my teeth and I like 
them green, not grayed and dis- 
tressed-looking. So do the chil- 
dren. 

In serving a watery dish like 
stewed tomatoes, try serving it 
in a little side dish instead of 
on the dinner plate so that it 
cannot run over the rest of the 
food in sloppy fashion. Make 
a picture of the food on the 
plate, so it is pretty in form 
and color.

A LAMB CHOP, nicely
